Alamo to be Ron Howard movie \

Ron Howard has not forgotten The Alamo. 

Even before he became the frontrunner in this year’s Oscar race for best director, 
Howard had committed to directing a new version of one of America’s most beloved 
historical events. 

“T grew up with the John Wayne and Fess Parker versions of the Alamo. It’s a 
personal favorite of mine, but now I want to do a historical grown-up version,” says 
Howard, who hopes to begin filming his western epic later this year. 

“T’ll be working from a screenplay by John Sayles, so it will be a much darker, 





more heroic version than any of it’s predecessors.” 

There has been a great deal of speculation recently about who Howard will cast in 
the three leading roles of Davy Crockett, Jim Bowie and William B. Travis. Mel 
Gibson and Tom Hanks are being touted as the best bets for Crockett, the role both 
Wayne and Parker played in their versions. 

Russell Crowe says he will work for his A Beautiful Mind director “on any future 
project he offers me. He is one of the most intense filmmakers I’ve ever worked with, 
as well as one of the nicest, kindest human beings I’ve ever met.” 

Everyone from Brad Pitt and Ben Affleck to Jude Law and Clive Owen are being 
hyped for the Travis role. 

Whatever the combination, if Howard goes with this level of celebrity, the actors 
will have to work for the love of the project rather than their love of the paycheck. 

This ties in with Carl Peterson’s latest release Scotland Remembers the Alamo. 
The CD will hopefully be reviewed by Ron Howard and John Sayles. 

Carl was recently a guest at The Alamo, signing autographs while his CDs were 
being sold in The Alamo gift store. He returned to San Antonio April 5 through 8, to 
perform for the San Antonio Scottish Festival while also appearing for two days at the 
newly built Alamo Theater, inside The Alamo grounds. 

In addition he also appeared on Friday night for the San Antonio chapter of the 
Tartan Day Society. There was a presentation in front of the Alamo shrine to com- 
memorate the Scots and those of Scottish ancestry who died at The Alamo. A lot of 
music heard during the 13 day siege would have been Crockett’s fiddle tunes and John 
MacGregor’s bagpipe tunes. 

Many of these songs were written to Scottish tunes. The music certainly identifies 
who most of the Alamo defenders were and what their cultural background was.

Volume II presents the second chapter entitled the Lasses._ It 
includes 70 songs expressing the poet’s passion for his wife 
Jean and for “that other species.” The songs range from well- 
known titles such as Auld Lang Syne to long-lost or forgotten 
ones, e.g., There Grows a Bonny Brier-bush. 

Robert Burns (1759 - 1796) was the son of a poor tenant 
farmer, a trade which Burns himself tried unsuccessfully. He 
had little formal education, yet his habit of broad reading and 
interest in Scottish folk culture gave him complete command of 
two languages - Scots and English, and a love of Scottish tradi- 


tional tunes. 


He collected Scottish songs, using fragments of existing lyr- 
ics as the basis for many of his own poems, and writing original 
lyrics from traditional melodies. Burns left for posterity, in ad- 
dition to his prose writing (largely in the form of beautifully 
composed letters) about 270 poems and more than 300 songs. 

Serge Hovey studied composition with Amold Schoenberg 
and Hanns Eisler. His enduring fascination with Burns’s songs 
began with his curiosity concerning tune indications printed 
under the titles of many of Burns poems. 


“Once I realized that the 
tunes were still extant, that 
they were mostly Scots folk 
songs and, above all, that they 
sounded marvelous with 
Burns’s lyrics, then I was 
hooked. This was the mag- 
netic attraction: what could be 
done with these challenging, 
entrancing melodies?” 

Hovey meticulously exam- 
ined Burns’s own sources, let-

Was Coca-Cola 
created by a Scot? 

In 1879, an article in an 
American trade magazine, 
Mineral Water Trade Review, 
stated: “In Scotland they have 
a drink called kola in which 
extracts from the nuts and 
leaves of the African cola tree 
are used. It is much thought 
of by the natives. It could be 
presumably tried in the United 
States of America by any en- 
terprising bottler.” 

According to Elspeth 
Wills, author of Scottish Firsts, 
that may be just what hap- 
pened. Her book contends that 
the famous formula for Coca- 
Cola wasn’t created by Atlanta 
chemist John Styth Pemberton 
in 1884, but by the Scots. 
Wills points to a private for- 
mula book which carries an 
1880 recipe for “Edinburgh 
Kola” and several Scottish soft 
drink companies who were 
manufacturing such soft drinks 
around 1880. 

Coca-Cola expresses sur- 
prise at the assertion that their 
drink is Scottish inspired. “We 
don’t feel able to acknowledge 
that Coca-Cola has Scottish 
origins,” said a spokesman. 
“As far as we’re concerned, 
Coca-Cola originated in 
America and was invented by 
American Scientist, John 
Pemberton ” 

By a strange coincidence, 
John Pemberton’s roots can be 
traced to Scotland.

pitality. Also because I think 
it would have been reason- 
able to cut the Burns class 
considering that it doesn't

Q: Burns was a man who 
was unafraid to exhibit “warts 
and all” in his works. Tell us 
why he’ could write the most 
sublime poetry and, at the same 
time, the bawdiest of 
folksongs? 

A: One of the important 
elements of Burns character 
was his remarkable candor 
that seemed to be as natural 
for him as breathing and 
which he could not separate 
from his literary inclinations. 
By that I mean to say that 
Burns committed himself 
100% to any particular task, 
so if that task was a love 


poem, it was an intense love 
poem—if that task was a 
bawdy song, then you can be 
Sure it was thoroughly 
bawdy. And without putting 
too fine a point on it, I find 
bawdy. a far cry from dirty 
or smutty. One of the themes 
that runs throughout Burns’ 
work is the worth of the indi- 
vidual] with all his or her frail- 
ties and foibles, and so it is 
not surprising that Burns 
showed himself to be an ex- 
ample of a complex human 
being. 





Q: You have visited the 
Burns Cottage in Atlanta. 
Please give us your impressions 
of that old building built in 
1910. Is there anything like it 
in the world besides the origi- 
nal one in Alloway, Scotland? 


A: The Atlanta Burns 
Cottage is one of the most 
substantial and unique trib- 
utes to Burns in the world. 
The fact that the Cottage is 
still self-sufficient and that it 
still hosts an active Burns 
Club is quite impressive as 
well. As you may or may not 
know, the Atlanta Burns Cot- 
tage is an exact replica of the 
poet’s birthplace in Alloway, 
Ayrshire, Scotland and it says 
a great deal about the cre- 
ativity and ingenuity of the 
Scots and their descendants 
in Georgia who decided to 
make a permanent tribute to 
Burns in Atianta. I got to visit 
the Atlanta cottage last sum- 
mer for the first time and 
photographed every inch of 
it. 


Q: Thank you for the cour- 
tesies extended to me during 
this all too brief interview. Do 
you have any other comments 
about yourself or Burns you 
would like to make for our read- 
ers? 


A: Just to thank you for 
your kindness and your inter- 
est.

Before a sold-out crowd at a recent Nei] Diamond concert in 
Atlanta, the young man sitting behind me stood up, pounded on 
the back of my seat and screamed his loudest, “Neil Diamond, | 
love you!” After the very short one sentence conversation | had 
with him, he sat down and was a nice young man the rest of the 
evening. Yet, had I the privilege to listen to Robert Burns, I would 
probably have expressed the same sentiment. Can you imagine 
such an event where you and I were the guests of Robert Burns? 
I doubt anyone would have been successful in getting me to be 
quiet, except the usher who would have shown me out the door! 
I love Robert Burns, passionately! Almost as much as Sir Walter 
Scott. More than Robert Louis Stevenson. The jury is still out on 
Nigel Tranter. 

Let me introduce you to a relatively new Burnsian friend of 
mine, Thomas Keith. We met on the Internet while bidding for a 
Burns family photograph. He won; | lost. I emailed him and asked 
if | could buy the Burns piece if he ever wanted to sell it. He 
replied he doubted he ever would. In the mail a few weeks later, 
I received several copies of the photograph suitable for framing. 
That’s Thomas Keith! We have stayed in touch since then. I went 
to hear him speak at Emory University last summer when he was 
a speaker at the Burns World Federation Symposium. 

Thomas Keith has just privately published the above titled 
book on Robert Burns. This little 196- page bedside companion 
is fast becoming a favorite of mine. There are several reasons but 
primarily it is the extensive translation in the right margin of the 
“auld Scotch” dialect Burns used. This is a great help to every 
Burns reader, old and new alike. Now, all of us, not just the 
Burnsian scholars, can read these poems and songs of Scotland’s 
Bard without a Scottish dictionary and, more importantly, under- 
stand them! Others have used this method in the past but not as 
extensively as Keith. Other authors sometimes translate the Scots 
words, usually found in the back of the book. Thus, one is con- 
stantly turning to the back of the book to find the translation of 
the “auld Scotch” words of Burns. For the new reader of Burns, 
no matter how well intended, people sometimes get tired of that 
exercise, hopelessly give up and return the Burns book to the 
library shelf where it is sentenced to life without parole. It is 
akin to watching a foreign film with subtitles at the bottom of the 
screen. 

There are also other helpful aides for the reader. Keith in- 
cluded two pages of chronology on Burns from birth to death 
that will give the reader a quick glance and appreciation of the 
man’s life that is celebrated the world over in a thousand places 
or more. Those two pages will send the reader in search of a 
more definitive book on Burns’ life. Another two pages of Scots 
words are found in the front of the book for ready reference. Then, 
the 111 poems and songs of Burns follow and can be recognized 
as what Graham Greene would called in his classic, ““The Heart 
of the Matter’. I want to thank Thomas for this little volume of 
poetry and songs that I will long cherish. 

Among other treasures in the back of the book, you will find 
the nearly ten-page letter written by Burns to Dr. John Moore on 
2™ August 1787. If you are not familiar with it, this is really a 
personal letter you will not want to miss. Another letter, this one 
from Sir Walter Scott to his son-in-law John Gibson Lockhart, 
tells of Sir Walter’s meeting Burns forty years earlier when Scott 
was a lad of fifteen and Burns was in Edinburgh for the first 
time. Scott says he “would have given the world to know him”. 
Wouldn’t we all! 

I’d wager most of us can quote a line or two from Burns and 
may not even know we are doing so. For instance, there is “My 
love is like a red, red rose” or “Should old acquaintance be for-

Here’s a few goodies for dinner party trivia: did you 
know that you can cross the Atlantic ocean by bridge? It’s 
true, the Clachan Bridge, built by Thomas Telford in 1792, 
spans the Seil Sound between Mainland Argyll and Seil 
Island, Scotland. At high tide, fairly large vessels can pass 
beneath the single stone arch, which rises 40 feet above the 
seabed. 

-At low tide, it not unknown for whales to become 
trapped in the Sound. In 1835, a 78 foot whale with a lower 
jaw of 21 feet in length was caught in the Sound. 

At least, that’s what they tell you at the ‘Tigh an Truish’ 
Inn! 

This ancient Inn’s Gaelic name translates to ‘the house 
of trousers 

Following the defeat of the Jacobite Army at Culloden 
and Bonnie Prince Charlie’s flight from Scotland, the Gov- 
ernment outlawed plaid (kilts) and the Gaelic language. 
Islanders from Easdale and Seil removed their traditional 
clothing at the Inn beside the bridge - hence its name.

A trip to Easdale museum and the five minute ferry 
journey to the Slate quarries is extremely rewarding. 

The tiny award-winning museum reveals some fasci- 
nating stories and tell the unique history of this area for 
Easdale has played a surprisingly active role in Scottish 
life. The island was once the centre of the Argyll slate 
industry and at its height in the 1860s more than 7 million 
roofing slates were being exported annually to all parts of 
the world.

him there might not have been 
a presidency at all. The Found- 
ing Fathers might have settled 
for some form of collective 
leadership or cabinet govern- 
ment. And then, although he 
had a characteristically modest 
idea of what the President 
should be and do, the fact that 
their great man had found the 
job worth undertaking en- 
hanced its value in the eyes of 
all Americans. The fact that he 
did it so well reinforced the ef- 
fect, by showing that there 
would always be some useful 
work for an honourably ambi- 








tious President. Washington, in 
short, created the presidency in 
his own image, and handed it 
on, a precious burden, to his 
successors, as perhaps his 
greatest memorial. 

He was a remarkable man, 
but even he could not have done 
so much if the times had not 
favoured him. His countrymen 
desperately needed a hero. In 
the dark days of the Revolu- 
tionary War (and for most of the 
time they were very dark) only 
the inflexible figure of General 
Washington offered any hope. 
Benjamin Franklin might be 
having his diplomatic triumphs 

as the American representative 
in.Paris, but Paris was a long 
way away. The General was 
near at hand, visibly struggling 
with his country’s foes, not only 
the British; he also had to deal 
with traitors; with mutinous, 
ill-trained, ill-disciplined 
troops; with a dilatory Con- 
gress; corrupt suppliers; and, 
worst of all, with incredibly 
short-sighted, mean, incompe- 
tent state legislatures which 
were, nevertheless, his source 
of pay and supplies. Groaning 
inwardly, Washington stood 
firm, and in due course had his 
reward, when the British sur- 
rendered at Yorktown. That 
was the turning point, although 
the war dragged on for another 
two years. In 1783 Washing- 
ton returned to New York in 
triumph, thus blotting out the 
memory of his rapid retreat 
from the city in 1776. Then he 
lost no time in resigning his 
commission and hurrying home 
to Virginia; but his glory fol- 
lowed him. He had given the 
Americans faith in themselves, 
and notably justified it. They 
could not forget him. He was 
inevitably recalled to be the 
first head of the new govern- 
ment. 

His achievements as Presi- 
dent did nothing to diminish his 
fame in the long run, although 
for a few years party warfare 
did not spare even his great 
name. His first cabinet was one 
of the strongest in American 
history, with John Adams as 
Vice-President, Alexander 
Hamilton ‘as Secretary of the 
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Treasury, and Thomas 
Jefferson as Secretary of State 
(dealing with foreign affairs). 
Over the full eight years of 
Washington’s two terms in of- 
fice Adams was perhaps the 
most useful to him of these men, 
sharing as he did Washington’s 
straightforward patriotism and 
personal loyalty, as well as his 
strong common sense. But 
Hamilton and Jefferson left the 
greater mark, Hamilton espe- 
cially, pushing through Con- 
gress a series of measures, such 
as a national tariff and a na- 
tional bank, which tended to 
strengthen the financial credit, 


and therefore the political in-— 


stitutions of the United States. 
Unfortunately, Hamilton and 
Jefferson were devoted en- 
emies, both personal and ideo- 
logical, and it was more than 
Washington could do to prevent 
them from eventually running 
off to lead opposing political 
parties - the Federalists and the 
Republicans. The wonder is 
that he was able to put off the 
break for so long. Jefferson did 
not resign until 1793, Hamilton 
until 1795. Forced to choose, 
Washington backed Hamilton, 
as the more conservative of the 
two, and because he believed 
in Hamilton’s vision of 
America as a great power, rich 
as well as republican (Jefferson 
called him senile for his pains). 
But he understood very well 
that the United States also 
needed Jefferson’s vision of 
democracy. It is a pity that the 
two rivals lacked his breadth of 
view. 

Then there was the great 
crisis of the French Revolution- 
ary wars. From America these 
looked to be merely the latest 
in the long series of struggles 
between the national ally, 
France, and the national enemy, 
Britain. France had purged her- 
self of the sin of monarchy, 
while Britain had not. So there 
was much enthusiasm for the 
French cause, not altogether 
dampened by news of the 
Jacobin Reign of Terror of 
1793-94, and the so-called 
‘Citizen’ Genet was sent to 
America as a French emissary 
to exploit it. The British had not 


We could learn a lot from crayons; some are sharp, some pretty, some dull 


helped themselves by refusing 
to carry out all the provisions 
of the 1783 peace treaty: in par- 
ticular, they still occupied a 
string of forts (among them De- 
troit) in the American North- 
West, and their blockade of 
French ports seriously inter- 
fered with US commerce. 
Nonetheless, it was clear 
to Washington, Jefferson and 
the cabinet that strict neutral- 
ity was the country’s best 
course, and the President stuck 
to this view even when others 
began to drift away from it. 
Neutrality during a war on the 
Atlantic did not protect Ameri- 
can shipping against British 
interference, but participation 
in the war would injure it far 
more. The country would not 
be united whichever side was 
chosen, and in many ways it 
had scarcely recovered from the 
Revolutionary War. Finally, 
what did it matter to America 
which side won? The ideologi- 
cal claims of both belligerents 
were bogus: they were quarrel- 
ling over power, not principle. 
Let America then stay at peace. 
With this in mind, Wash- 
ington opened negotiations 
with Great Britain for the 
settlement of outstanding differ- 
ences; the result was Jay’s 
Treaty (1794). Britain con- 
ceded as little as possible to the 
US; but it did agree to move its 
troops from American soil. Af- 
ter anguished hesitation, Wash- 
ington sent.the treaty to the 
Senate for ratification, and af- 
ter a sharp struggle it was 
passed by a just-sufficient ma- 
jority. It was perhaps the hard- 
est battle of his career; Feder- 
alists and Republicans used the 
episode to further their own

Nam many years ago, 


the only way oe could research 
the genealogical records of 
Italy was to go there and view 
them in person. For many, that 
was an impossible dream.

In recent years, the crews of 
LDS began microfilming the 
vital records of Italy, not only 
the civil records but also par- 
ish ledgers. Today, as you read 
this article, the cameras of sev- 
eral LDS crews are clicking 
away throughout the Italian 
peninsula. How are they doing?

quests permission from the pro- 
vincial (state) governments 
across Italy to send in film 
crews to their respective record 
archives. Contrary to popular 
belief, the metrical records of 
birth, marriage and death are 
not filmed at each town hall. 
For decades, duplicate copies of 
all the town’s records have 
been sent to the record deposi- 
tory at the province level. The 
end result is scores of indi- 
vidual town records are accu- 
mulated at one location, allow- 
ing the microfilming of those 
records relatively easy. Imag- 
ine going to every comune in 
Itaiy trying to film dozens of 
ledger books at each one. 

In some cases, where other 
records of genealogical value are 
also available at the provincia 
tribunale (province courthouse) 
such as notary or census/tax 
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documents, they tooare filmed. 

It is estimated about 80% of 
Italy’s civil records have been 
filmed. For example, most of 
the civil records from 1820 to 
1910 in Sicily are finished. 
Also, the “foot” regions of 
Italy; i.e., Calabria, Basilicata 
and Puglia are also mostly com- 
pleted. Further north in the 


Campania region, the Naples 
province is in the process of 
being filmed, not at the state 
level, because permission was 
not given, but town by town. 
Still further north, such areas 
as Genoa, Como and Venice are 
being “wrapped up” presently. 
Around Rome, crews are film- 
ing presently. In general, nearly 
100% of the pre unification 
(1865) civil records have been 
filmed for all of the Republic. 

What does this mean for the 
Italian genealogist? It means for 


. most of you, your ancestral 


town’s birth, marriage and 
death records are either cur- 
rently available for ordering 
and viewing at you nearest 
LDS Family History Library or 
will be in the near future. 

It is estimated that once a 
particular town’s records have 
been filmed, it could take up to 
two years before they become 
available on microfilm to the 
typical genealogist. However, 
the average time frame is actu- 
ally closer to six months. 

The second category of mi- 
crofilming are the Catholic 
Church acts of baptism, mar- 
riage and death. The process of 
filming these records take on a

ambitions, which the President 
regarded with deep distaste. 
But today nobody seriously 
questions his action. 
Knowledge of this might 
have comforted him; as it was, 
beneath a marole exterior he 
was a sensitive man and suf- 
fered deeply under the respon- 
sibilities, controversies and de- 
nunciations that went with his 
office. His inner life became 
one of dignified discontent. It 
is hard not to pity him. Un- 
doubtedly as a young man he 
had been ambitious for wealth, 
fame and power. In this he was 
like the other two most success- 
ful soldiers of the age, Napo- 
leon Bonaparte and Arthur 
Wellesley. But whereas the 
path before the future Duke of 
Wellington was clear, and 
suited his temperament exactly, 
and whereas Napoleon found in 
a revolutionary age the perfect 
opportunity for his stormy ge- 
nius, Washington, their inferior 
as a general but their superior 
as a statesman, had to subdue 
himself ruthlessly to a not al- 
together congenial environ- 
ment. He had to swallow the 
humiliation of rejection when, 
as a young officer of volunteers. 


_ he applied for a regular com- 


mission in the British army; he 
had to apply himself doggedly 
to farming in Virginia for 20 
years, earnestly studying to 





tions. Ifhe had not been a good 
man as well as a great one, the 
strain would have been too 
much for him, and he would 
either have left his fellow citi- 
zens to look after themselves or 
indulged in ambitious plotting. 
As it was, he reminded himself 
of his duty, and soldiered on. 
But he really only enjoyed 
life at his beloved Mount 
Vernon, his beautiful plantation 
above the River Potomac. In 
Philadelphia, where the capi- 
tal of the United States was es- 
tablished during most of his 
time, it was all labour and keep- 
ing up appearances. His idea of 
how the President of the United 
States should appear was aus- 
terely grand. He went every- 
where in coach and horses; he 
wore rich black clothes; he held 
levees, like George III; and he 
gave formal dinner parties of 
stupefying boredom. Washing- 
ton himself had no small talk, 
and his wife Martha, though a 
cheerful soul, was as dull as her 
husband seemed. Besides, the 
President was always in agony 
from his false teeth. His real 
ones had long since started to 
fall out and for years he had 
been struggling without much 
success to get satisfactory sub- 
stitutes. He possessed two sets 
mae partly of hippopotamus 
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ivory, which he tried to pre- 
serve by soaking in port wine 
when not in use. It was in these 
circumstances that the most fa- 
mous portraits of him were 
painted by Gilbert Stuart. One 
at least of them is a master- 
piece, but it does not do justice 
either to Washington’s charac- 
ter or to his appearance in his 
prime. Instead it shows bril- 
liantly what he felt like during 
his presidency. 

By 1796 he had had 
enough. Besides, if he agreed 
to serve for another term he 
might well die in office, and 
then there was a risk that the 
presidency would become an 
office always held for life, 
which was scarcely desirable. 


He would set his last precedent, 
and retire after two terms. He 
got into his coach and drove 
down to Congress with a per- 
sonal message - his Farewell 
Address. This had been writ- 
ten up from his suggestions by 
Alexander Hamilton, but it was 
Washington’s own long-pon- 
dered thought, and he had re- 
vised it carefully. Earnestly he 
adjured his countrymen to 
maintain the union of the states, 
to respect the Constitution, 
check party spirit and the en- 
croachments of government on 
liberty, follow an honest and 





avoid the bankruptcy with 
which exhausted soil and ex- 
pensive tastes threatened all the 
great tobacco planters; as Gen- 
eral, he had to control his hot 
_ temper for eight years when 
_ dealing with the difficulties, 
_— mostly human, already men- 
__ tioned; and as President he had 
_ to do all he could to avoid the

The rest of the story... 

We’ ve previously had a little information about 
the symbolism of memorial statues where it is a fa- 
mous soldier on horseback. The statue - especially 
the horse - will tell you something if you know the 
next few lines of text. 

Our National Archives in Washington, DC has 
actually drawn up specific regulations as to the posi- 
tion of the horse in equestrian statues. 

We already knew that a soldier who died in battle 
is mounted on a horse that’s rearing or cantering - with 
only two feet on the ground. 

We knew that three legs on the ground signifies 
that the rider survived the battle. but later died of his 
wounds. 

We knew that a horse with all four hooves flat on 
the turf designates a rider who’s been declared a na- 
tional hero - and proved his mettle. 

We didn’t know...that if the soldier is standing on 
the ground, the horse was killed in battle!

Sir William Gordon 
Cummings, Baronet of Altyre 
and Gordonstoun and Chief of 
Clan Cumming, died peace- 
fully at his home, Altyre 
House, January 3, 2002, after 
an illness.

gotten” or “My heart is in the highlands”, just to name a few. Or, 
how many times have you used or heard some one use the phrase 
“man’s inhumanity to man”? No wonder Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
in a speech about Rabbie Burns to the Boston Burns Club in 
1859, could say: “every man’s and boy’s, and girl’s head carries 
snatches of his songs, and can say them by heart...” However, 
even the most experienced Burns reader will tell you that not 
everything by Burns in this volume would get a “G” rating for 
the youngsters! 

You may have read the following i in an earlier article of mine, 
but it bears repeating for this review. I emailed Thomas Keith 
immediately after 9/11 with these words: “Can you imagine the 
outpouring of the pen of Burns about this happening?”

Many writers on the 
American Revolution have 
acknowledged the contribution 
made by the Scotch-Irish to 
winning our independence. 
There is no controversy about 
the important part that Ulster’s 
sons and daughters took in the 
conflict. 

There is a puzzle about one 
bit of evidence sometimes used 
to bolster the Scotch-Irish case. 

Several writers have 
quoted a remark made by 


George Washington about the . 


reliability of the Scotch-Irish as 
defenders of American 
freedom. Others have 
questioned its authenticity. 

In his book Ulster Sails 
West: The Story of the Great 
Emigration from Ulster to 
North America in the 18th 
century, originally published in 
1943, W. F. Marshall wrote: 
“Throughout the whole war 
General Washington made no 
concealment of his high regard 
for the American troops of 
Ulster origin. . . “If defeated 
everywhere else,” said this 
great leader, ‘I will make my 
last stand for liberty among the 
Scotch-Irish of my native 
Virginia.”” 

A longer version of the 
same statement has appeared in 
many books and most recently 
in The Family Tree, April/May 
2002. In this version 
Washington was at Valley 
Forge when he said: “If all else 
fails, | will retreat up the valley 
of Virginia, plant my flag on the 
Blue Ridge, rally around the 
Scotch-Irish of that region and 
make my last stand for liberty 
amongst a people who will 
never submit to British tyranny 
whilst there is a man left to 
draw a trigger.” 


More than a hundred 
years ago President William 
McKinley, himself of Scotch- 
Irish ancestry, wrote of the 
Scotch-Irish people “to whom 
George Washington looked as 
his never-failing support and as 
his forlorn hope when ail others 
should have left him, when 
defeat should have 
encompassed him.” From the 
way he phrased this, President 
McKinley was obviously 
familiar with the Washington 
quotation.

Did George Washington 
actually say that, if defeated 
everywhere else, he would 
make his last stand among the 
Scotch-Irish? In an article on 
“Eighteenth-Century 
Nomenclature for Ulster 
Emigrants” in The Journal of 
Scotch-Irish Studies, Summer 
2001, Professor Michael 
Montgomery of the University 
of South Carolina wondered 
whether the quotation is 
authentic. He could not find 
any version of it in 
Washington’s — extensive 
correspondence and diaries. He 
wrote, that “Like so much 
about the man, this untraceable 
anecdote has taken on a life of 
its own.” 

I gave no further thought 
to this puzzle, until one day 
when I happened on what 
seemed to be another variant 
reading. In 1789 Judge 
Thomas Jones, a New York 
Loyalist living in England, 
wrote his History of New York 
During the Revolutionary War. 
He intended to publish it, 
including careful footnotes to 
bolster his arguments, but the 
History was still in manuscript 
when he died in 1792. A 
descendant saw to _ its 
publication many years later. 


dn one of his footnotes, 
Judge Jones cited what was 
then a new book about the 
American Revolution by the 
Rev. William Gordon. He 
quoted from Gordon’s book a 
conversation that General 
Washington had with Col. 
Joseph Reed, one of his staff 
officers in November 1776. 
Facing almost certain defeat at 
that point, Washington told 
Reed he would retire to 
Augusta County in Virginia and 
make his stand there. 

Augusta County, Virginia 
was the Scotch-Irish heartland 
in 1776. Ona visit there that 
year, the Rev. Philip Vickers 
Fithian confided to his diary 
that “All here are Irish, all are 
Presbyterians.” There were a 
few German settlers living in 
the part of Augusta County that 
became Rockingham County in 
1778, but Rockbridge County, 
also taken from Augusta 
County in 1778, and Augusta 
County were solidly Scotch-

Irish. A last stand for liberty 
in Augusta County certainly 
meant a last stand among the 
Scotch-Irishof Washington’s 
native Virginia. 

But what did Washington 
say? Did he use the S-I word? 
This sent me to the University 
of Florida Library to find a copy 
of The History of the Rise, 
Progress, and Establishment of 
the Independence of the 
United States of America ee 
the Rev. William Gordon. 
used the edition published in 
London in 1788, the same one 
that Judge Jones cited. The first 






American edition appeared the — 


following year. 

Gordon described the 
series of defeats in November 
1776 as the shattered Patriot 
army withdrew from New York 
City and northern New Jersey. 
He wrote (vol. II, p. 353) that 
General Washington retreated 


to Newark, where his whole ~ ; 


force consisted of no more than 
3500 men. He considered the 
cause as in the greatest danger; 
and said to col. Reed, “Should 
we retreat to the back parts of 
Pennsylvania, will the 
Pennsylvanians support us?” 
The colonel answered, “If the 
lower counties are subdued. 
and give up, the back counties 
will do the same.” 


The general passed his ~ 


hand over his throat, and said, 
“My neck does not feel as 
though it was made for a halter. 
We must retire to Augusta 
county in Virginia. Numbers 
will be obliged to repair to us 
for safety; and we must try 
what we can do in carrying on 
a predatory war; and if 
overpowered, we must cross 
the Alleghaney mountains.” 
The American cause is at 
its lowest ebb. Their only hope 
is for Sir William Howe to soon 
call a halt for the winter to his 
so far victorious campaign. 
Washington’s small force 
cannot hold the British at the 
Delaware River, since New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania militia 
did not turn out, so they will 
have to abandon Philadelphia 
and fall back towards the 
Susquehanna. Reed has no 
reason to believe the militia 
from the frontier counties will 


ZA 
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rally to an already lost cause. 
In that case, Washington 
assured him, he’ll take his 
stand in Augusta County, 
Virginia. He would carry on 
guerrilla warfare from the 
Virginia mountains rather than 
surrender and be executed as a 
traitor. It has the ring of truth. 
Was Washington thinking 
of the mettle of the Augusta 
County settlers? Or was he 
thinking in strategic terms of a 
place to continue the fight? 
Joseph Reed was a Scotch-Irish 
Presbyterian, but, at least in the 
version he (presumably) shared 
with the Rev. William Gordon, 
there is no reference to 
Washington’s reliance on the 
Scotch-Irish. ; 
Col. Joseph Reed must 

have been Gordon’s source for 
this anecdote. He was born in 
New Jersey, the son of 
emigrants from _ Ulster, 
graduated from Princeton, and 
practiced law in Philadelphia 
before the Revolution. He 
joined Washington’s staff in 
1775 and was later appointed 
Adjutant General for the 
Continental army at the request 
of General Washington. Reed 
resigned his commission in 
1777 and was subsequently 
elected President of the 
Supreme Executive Council of 
Pennsylvania, the equivalent of 
state governor. He was known 
as an active Presbyterian. 
Reed died in 1785, before 
Gordon published his book. 
George Washington and many 
others who could have 
corrected a false statement 
were alive and taking leading 
roles in the new republic when 
it came off the press. Gordon’s 
History was widely read, so 
they did not lack the 
opportunity to challenge it. We 
can assume that Gordon’s 
anecdote is close to the truth — 
and the source of an oft- 
repeated story about George 
Washington and the Scotch- 
Irish. 

There is still a puzzle that 
some other researcher may 
solve. For more than a century 
writers have been quoting 


George Washington to the ~ 


effect that he would make his

Hessian: German troops used by the English in the Revo- 
lutionary War. Many of these men deserted and remained in 
America. 

Huguenot: French Protestants that fled from persecution 
mainly from 1665 onward. They first went to Prussia 
(Palatinate), Switzerland, Netherlands, Denmark, Sweden, En- 
gland and Ireland. Many later went to America, Australia, South 
Africa, and the West Indies. 

Mennonite: A Swiss Protestant group formed in 1525 and 
migrated to America by way of Alsace, England and Russia. 
They primarily settled in Kansas, Pennsylvania and Minnesota. 

Moravian: The United Brethren is a Protestant group 
formed in Bohemia about 1415 and spread to Poland, Prussia, 
Germany and England. Palatines: In 1688 Louis XIV of France 
began persecuting German Protestants from the west bank along 
the Rhine River.

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The Great Sword of the Bruce Family

' The Great Sword of the Bruce family is 
currently in the possession of the 
sword’s hereditary owner “The Earl of 
Elgin and Kincardine, K.T.”. The sword 
has been kept in Broomhall since 1796, 
which is the home of Lord Elgin and is 
located near Dunfermline. Dunfermline 
_ Abbey is also located here and the tomb 
_ of King Robert the Bruce is located in 
_the abbey. The brass cover over the 
king’s tomb depicts King Robert the 
Bruce holding the Great Sword. 

The Great Sword has been held in only 
two places since the 14" Century, 
_Broomhall and first at Clackmannan 
_ Tower which is located near Alloa and 
Stirling. Clackmannan Tower and the 
: lands surrounding had been part of the 
Royal domain for a long time and 
_ parliaments had been held at the tower in 
the 12" Century. The tower occupies an 
incredibly central and commanding 
position in Lowland Scotland and _ is 
poate in reasonably fertile land close 

y the river Forth so that abundant food, 
fish, and game would have always been 
Bavailable. 
| It was customary that, as the emblem 
. Royal justice, the Great Sword should 
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be carried in front of the sovereign or his 
representative at the summons of a 
parliament or for judiciary purposes. In 
this _ regard, Clackmannan —_ was 
considered a Barony i.e. the owner had 
the Royal prerogative to try 
misdemeanors, in a Baron Court, which 
had occurred within his territory. The 
Great Sword would proceed him when 
attending upon such matters. 

Some time about 1332, Thomas Bruce 
receives the first Charter for the tower 
-and lands and Barony of Clackmannan 
and, over a considerable number of 
generations, this charter was confirmed 
until, on the 8" day of July 1772, at the 
age of 72 years, Colonel Henry Bruce 
died at Clackmannan. He was the last 


Bruce of male decent in the direct line 
from Thomas until 1796. His widow, 
Katherine, reigned as the Lady of 
Clackmannan and on _ her death 
bequeathed to Thomas Bruce, 7" Earl of 
Elgin, the Great Sword of the Family, 
and family records including a family 
tree. Thomas Bruce was a kinsman of 
the present Earl of Elgin. 

Before Katherine died she had 
welcomed Robert Burns to

Clackmannan, in 1786, on a visit to this 


part of Scotland and knighted him with 
the Great Sword. 

The sword would not have traveled far 
in ancient times but during the time of 
the present Earl and that of his father the 
Great Sword has gone around the world. 

It is a supremely well made, balanced 
and simple artifact, which possesses a 
huge although intangible feeling of 
mystery and power. It is not a weapon of 
war but the sword of a Great King.

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I’ve had some remarks on 
my first article. A couple were 
from lowland Clan members, 
one of whom mentioned that 
when they think of lowlanders 
they immediately think of 
clans, but that he would 
concede the fact that not ali 
Scots were members of nor 
associated with clans. ror those 
of you who are part of the 
Lowland Clans, I welcome any 
information on your clan if you 
would like it incorporated into 
this column. We started this to 
give you and others a chance 
to let others know about those 
Scots who did not live in the 
Highlands. 

The first people known as 
the Scots (those who came from 
Ireland and other areas) were 
actually Lowlanders. The Picts 
were mainly in the upper 


portion of Scotland. Kenneth _ 


MacAlpine, combined some of 
the area settled above the Firth 
of Forth and the area of the 
Clyde by the Picts with the 
lowland areas settled by the 
Scots to create his Kingdom of 
Alba. This essentially made 
him the “first” Scottish king. 
He ruled from Scone (in the 
district of Perthshire just above 
the River Tay) and during his 
reign divided his kingdom into 
districts, many of which remain 
today. Later in history the 
inauguration of Alexander II at 
Scone was witnessed by the 
Earls of Strathearn, Buchan, 
Angus, Fife, Menteith, Atholl 
and Lothian. These are all 
districts and cities today. 
During, and after William the 
Conquerer defeated England 
many of the English nobles fled 
into lower Scotland. Some of 
these stayed even after it was 
safe to return to England. 

In the Highlands there 
were no close villages like 
those that were found all over 
the lowlands. It also was much 


harder to travel about in the 
highlands than in the lowlands. 
It is only 12 miles between the 
southwestern snores of 
Scotland and Ireland, making it 
very easy to row or sail back 


and forth between the two 
countries. All of these factors 
combined to create in the 
Lowlander a Scot with 
language, dress, and customs 
more like those of England than 
the inhabitants of the northern 
mountains of Scotland who 
remained relatively isolated, 
mostly Gaelic speaking, and 
considered to be heathens by 
the people of the Lowlands. 
This attitude existed even in the 
time of William Wallace whose 
birth status influenced the 
support of nobles for his fight. 
Today there is a complete turn 
around. It is the Highlander 
descendants who are in high 
regard and the Lowlander 
descendants who must “prove” 
that they too are as Scottish as 
the Highlanders. 

When I say that the Scots 
in the lowlands were more like 
the English in culture that is not 
to say that they were very like 
the English. Scots usually had 
much more association with the 
peoples of Europe than they did 
England. They never warred 
with anyone except England 
(and themselves). England, of 
course, could not say the same. 
It seems they fought with 
almost everyone at some point 
in their history. When the Scots 
needed assistance they were 
often backed by European 
countries, especially France. So 
though the Lowlanders were 
more like the English than the 
Highlanders they were truly 
more European than English. 
The Norman, Angles, and 
Saxon had a great influence on 
the early Lowlanders and made 
their language even more 


“English”. The language of the 
Lowlanders, Scot, was actually 
called Inglis by some. 

In another dichotomy the 
nobles and especially people of 
the Lowlands with any moneys 
would not have worn wool 
since it was the cloth of the 
poor. They would have more 
likely dressed as the European 
and English dressed. You can 
see this in the early portraits

Gilbert Franklin Douglas, Jr., M.D., F.S.A (SCOT) was 
born May 7, 1916, in Meridian, Mississippi, the son of the late Gil- 
bert F. Douglas, Sr. and the late Mary Rachel Griffin Douglas. 

He giaduated from Birmingham-Southern College in 1936 
and Vanderbilt University School of Medicine in 1940, and did his 
internship and residency in internal medicine at Hillman Hospital 
in Birmingham. Answering his country’s call, Dr. Douglas joined 
the United States Navy Medical Corps. After serving in a hospital 
and a minesweeper squadron, his final tour of duty was spent aboard 
the USS Columbus (CA74) in the Pacific Theater. 

Sarah Amanda Phillips and Dr. Douglas were married in 1946. 

He spent two years in Boston, MA as a research fellow and 
medical resident at the Joseph Pratt Diagnostic Hospital. Dr. Dou- 
glas practiced internal medicine in Birmingham and Vestavia Hills 
for over 50 years. He served on the medical staffs of South High- 
land (now Health South), Brookwood Medical Center, and UAB. 

Dr. Douglas was a man who loved God, family and country 
and was instrumental in establishing Reformed Heritage Presbyte- 
rian Church (where he served as an elder), Christian Heritage 
School, and Heritage Academy in Vestavia Hills. 

He co-founded the Clan Douglas Society of North America, serv- 
ing as Secretary and Archivist for 20 years; he was also active with the 
St. Andrew’s Society of the Middle South, the Caledonian Society of 
Alabama, and Heritage Pipes and Drums (he played the snare drum). 

In recognition of his contributions in preserving Scottish heri- 
tage, he was honored with the title of Fellow of Scottish Antiquaries. 

Dr. Douglas was a true American patriot who sought to restore 
America to her Christian foundation. He was an associate member of 
the Fraternal Order of Police and founded the Support Your Local 
Police Committee of Birmingham. He was a member of the Free- 
doms Foundation of Valley Forge and received the organization’s Con- 
gréss of Freedom Award in 1970. Dr. Douglas earned his Eagle Rank 
in 1934 and established Boy Scout Troop 105. He helped found the 
Heart of Dixie Railway Historical Society. 

He is survived by his loving wife of 55 years, Sarah Amanda 
Phillips Douglas; two sons, Gilbert Franklin Douglas, Ill (Cynthia), 
Herbert Wesley Douglas (Flora “Tad”’); four daughters, Sarah Eliza- 
beth Douglas Martin (Daniel), Mary Amanda Douglas Owings, Alma 
Helen Douglas Gaudette (Peter), Dorothy Frances Douglas Taft 
(James). He is survived by nineteen grandchildren: Paul Joseph 
Owings, Rachel Elizabeth Owings, Wesley Crosby Douglas, Gilbert 
Franklin Douglas, IV, Sarah Amanda Martin, Phillip Edwin Dou- 
glas, Douglas Colwell Owings, James Dennis Nettles Douglas, Wil-

The American Pledge of Allegiance began when? 

The original Pledge of Allegiance was drawn up in the of- 
fice of The Youth’s Companion magazine in Boston and ap- 
peared in the issue for 8 September 1892. It was published to 
celebrate the 400" anniversary of the discovery of America, and 
was first used in the public schools to celebrate Columbus Day, 
12, October 1892. The pledge was reprinted in leaflet form, 
and thousands were sent by the magazine to schools throughout 
the country to mark the anniversary. 

Several years later a controversy developed among the de- 
scendants of two former staff members of the Youth ’s Compan- 
ion, Francis Bellamy and James Upham, as to who was the au- 
thor of the pledge. To resolve the question, Col. James A. Moss, 
U.S. Army (Retired) and the U.S. Flag Association of Wash- 
ington, DC, appointed a committed of experts in 1939. The 
Committee consisted of two professors of American History, 
Charles C. Tansill and Bernard Mayo, and a professor of politi- 
cal science, W. Reed West. The committee weighed carefully 
the evidence presented by the opposing families, and decided 
unanimously in favor of Bellamy. 

When first published, the pledge read “my flag” rather than 
“the flag of the United States.” When representatives of vari- 
ous patriotic organizations came together on 14 June 1923, for 
the first National Flag Conference, a change in the wording was 
adopted. The rationale for the change was that it prevented 
ambiguity among foreign-born children and adults, who might 
have the flag of their native land in mind when reciting the 
pledge. 

The pledge received the official recognition of Congress in 
an Act approved on 22 June 1942. The phrase “under God” 
was added to the pledge by an Act of Congress passed on 14 
June 1954. At that time President Dwight D. Eisenhower said 
that “in this way we are reaffirming the transcendence of reli- 
gious faith in America’s heritage and future; in this way we 
shall constantly strengthen those spiritual weapons which for- 
ever will be our county’s most powerful resource in peace and

The 
club members have made me feel at home and very welcome. | 
have learned, very quickly, to love that old cottage and its mem- 
bers. In its own way, it is a hallowed place with its rich history of 
guests like the inimitable Sir Harry Lauder, Margaret “Gone with 
the Wind” Mitchell, and the Presbyterian minister Peter Marshall, 
made famous by the movie, “A Man Named Peter” and played 
by British actor, Richard Todd. Bill Harris, our current Librar- 
ian, has told me that Peter Marshall was the Burns’ night speaker 
on January 25, 1935, and that it was Marshall who initiated the 
kirkin’ of the tartan at the New York Avenue Presbyterian Church 
in 1940. This was done to help build a link between our two 
countries. Membership, then and now, has consisted of a di- 
verse group. A look at the records reveals that five governors 
have been members, as well as those “who sold beer, taught 
school, plastered walls, drove cabs, farmed goats, healed the sick, 
administered justice, wrote poetry, and laid stone.”

Long time Burnsian member 
James M. Montgomery, who 
today probably knows as much,

The founding members of 
the Burns Club met in various 
hotels and members’ homes 
prior to deciding in 1907 to 
construct their own building. 
They were unanimous in one 
thing - the cottage would be 
built as far from downtown as 
possible but still allow mem- 
bers access to the last trolley 
back to town after their meet- 
ings. On his last run, the con- 
ductor, as a matter of courtesy, 
would walk up the hill to make 
sure no one was left in “the

gram, everyone joins hands and sings a couple of stanzas of Auld 
Lang Syne. What a great evening for one and all! One can imag- 
ine Burns himself among those who come early and stay late 
and, as Jim Montgomery says, “In this well-used, much loved 
Cottage and among these diverse friends, Robert Burns would 
feel at home.” I know I do! ~

This is the same man who, a 
couple of decades earlier, had 
tried the flat-tasting hangover 
concoction of his friend John 
Pemberton, added a bit of soda 
water, and gave the world its 
first Coca-Cola. (Interestingly, 
that one little squirt of soda led 
to a company that last year had 
operating revenues of over 
twenty-one billion dollars and 
its stock is currently valued at 
130 billion dollars, according 
to a reliable source of mine at 
The Coca-Cola Company.) 

Dr. Jacobs bought the land 
himself with faith that the club 
would pay him back later. They 
did. A Scottish draftsman was 
hired to procure the exact mea- 
surements of the original 
Alloway cottage in Scotland 
while the club members set 
about assembling the granite 
from Stone Mountain, as well 
as putting in new streets on the 
property with names like 
Alloway Place and Ayr Place. 
A unique feature of the Atlanta 
Burns Cottage is that it actu- 
ally bends following a curve in 
the road, as does the cottage in 
Scotland. & 

I have a postcard showing 
the Atlanta Burns Cottage with 
its thatched or grass roof that I 
won on the Internet. It is not 
dated, but the postage was one 
cent for domestic and two cents 
for foreign. Go figure. A later 
postcard given to me by Victor 
Gregg when he was Librarian 
of the Burns Club shows the 
cottage sans thatched/grass 
roof. When I inquired about the 
change, I learned that the local 
Fire Marshall had decreed the 
old roof needed to be replaced 
with a less combustible one. 

There is a kitchen wing on

The problem was which drum 
lead to follow; the one in front or the one behind, as bands pressed 
upon bands, each playing their own lively set of tunes, Cock 0’ 
the North, Lockanside, Scotland the Brave... 

The cold fingers and the chilly temperatures were soon for- 
gotten and were replaced by a feeling of great warmth and pride, 
to be participating in the largest gathering of pipes and drums 
massed together for the first time in the United States; 
ScottishPower Tunes of Glory!
